DIAMOND CRYSTAL ACQUIRES 
10,000 ACRES IN BAHAMAS | 


10,000 acres, an area nearly as 
large as the Town of Wilmington, 
has been acquired by the Diamond 
Crystal Salt Company, on Long Is- 
land, in the Bahama Islands, by 
the Diamond Crystal Salt Company 
according to SR Turcotte, manager 
of the Wilmington plant. 

The land is leased from the 
Crown of England, but the company 
hopes to purchase it in future years 
Diamond Crystal is planning a 
$3,500,000 solar salt operation on 
the property, whereby salt will be 
extracted from the sea, The oper- 
ation is expected to begin in 1965, 
and to reach an annual capacity of 
more than 350,000 tons by 1968, 

The announcement climaxes more 
than two years of engineering in- 
vestigations, marketing Studies, 
and productions experiments, The 
Long Island solar salt has anaver- 
age purity of 99.4%.

USS ATKA 


Roger M Ulrickson, seaman, USN 
son of Mr and Mrs Merle Ulrick- 
son of Park St No. Wilmington is 
serving on board the icebreaker 
USS Atka, which has recently con- 
ducted a 30 day oceanographic 
survey of the Greenland Sea, the 
most extensive scientific survey 
ever made by a Single ship in one 
season. 

Some of the most severe ice con- 
ditions in the Atka’s history were 
encountered on the trip. She cover- 
ed 16,300 miles of sea and ice and 
was within 600 miles of the North 
Pole, 

Ports which were visited during 
the survey included Itividleq, Sand- 
restrom and Thule, onGreenland’s 
west coast and Kulusuk onher east 
coast, Midway through the cruise 
the ship visited Keflavik Iceland, 
and Bergen Norway. 

The Atka is equipped to conduct 
such surveys in addition to acting 
as escort to other ships venturing 
into ice-choked waters, and is an 
important part of America’s ver- 
satile seapower.

I believe that the following should 
prove as interesting toyou andyour 
readers as it has to me. A recent 
article has brought to my attention 
that the nation-wide trend toward 
higher and higher awards in auto- 


mobile injury cases has continued | 


this year, There isno way onearth 
of predicating inadvance how much 
personal injury from anautomobile 
accident will cost. The following 
are but a few of the recent exam- 
ples of high court awards: 

Car Hits Schoolgirl-Damages to~ 
taling $123,500 awarded to aneight 
year old girl and her father for in- 
juries she suffered;girl in a coma 
for two months. Medical expenses 
were $23,500 alone. 

Brain Injury Worth $165,000-A 
50 year old salesman suffered a 
permanent brain injury and per- 
manent 50% disability as a result 
of being hit by another car. Jury 
award of $165,000 affirmed by 
Supreme Court, 

Stop & Shop Case-Right in Pea~ 
body, Mass, during the last year, 
one injured person was awarded 
$207,000 for bodily injury recei- 
ved in the now famous Stop & Shop 
Shopping Center accident, 

Losses such as these, along with 
a new maximum of $30,000 in the 
law for an instantaneous automo- 
bile death in Massachusetts, as of 
January 1, 1963, make it urgent 
that all motorists reconsider their 
present coverage. 

Each year many customers ask 
me: “What are adequate limits? 
How much coverage do I need to 
be completely safe?’’ Because of 
the recent developments, I feel 
it would be wise, at this time, for 
automobile owners to increase th- 
eir automobile lability limits to a 
minimum of $50/100,000, if they 
have no already done so, In the 
past, many people have carried 
minimum limits of $20/40,000. 
The people who have these limits, 
based on 1962 rates, would have 
paid only $12.06 more for the 
whole year to have had $50/100, 
000 limits, (2 1/2 times as much 
coverage for little additional cost!) 

I would suggest that all automo- 
bile owners give this cafeful con- 
sideration, as this isanarea where 
a possible loss could occur and 
wipe out the life earnings of any-
